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Oranges For Health | The Passing Show 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

One of the strongest reasons why the use of 
oranges is increasing so rapidly is because the 
public is becoming convinced that the orange 
is a healthful fruit. Of course, the co-operation 
of the orange growers has been helpful in 
producing better grades of fruit, and in control- 
ling shipment and refrigera- 
tion. We can now depend 
upon getting fruit of a better 
flavor and with better keep- 
ing qualities. 

The average person, how- 
ever, does not use oranges for 
food because of their flavor, 
or cost. If you will ask the 
next ten people you meet 
why they use oranges, prob- 
ably every one will tell you 

Dr. F. McCoy that it is because they think 
it is good for them. They have arrived at this 
opinion mainly because of their own experience, 
as they will tell you they feel better when using 
oranges in their diet. 

Scientific investigation has proved that 
oranges do have a healthful value. This is not 
a new discovery, for we find as early as 1646 
Ferrarius wrote one of the first books on citrus 
fruits in which he recommended orange juice 
for “pestilent fevers accompanied by erup- 
tions.” At that time a water was distilled from 
the orange flowers and was said to be of “joyous 
odor and good for a sluggish stomach.” 

A good deal has been written in recent years 
about the vitamins in oranges, and while these 
substances have never been actually seen, it is 
believed from experimentation that the citrus 
fruits contain large amounts of at least the 
,vitamins A, B, and C. 

Orange juice is now a regular part of the 
Aiet of babies. It is recommended by physicians 
because of the fruit sugar, and also because of 
the vitamin C which is sometimes deficient in 


‘milk. Oranges contain a goodly amount of cal- 


even though they are considered an acid 
fruit. This calcium is used by the body in 
building bones, end it is especially important 
that young babies secure enough of this element 
from their foods. 

The citric acid in the orange and other citrus 
fruits acts as a valuable stimulant to digestion, 
especially increasing the biliary flow. This 
makes it especially helpful to those who have a 
tendency to sluggishness of the liver. One who 
has been bilious a good deal cannot take a bet- 
ter treatment than to live for a few days 
excl on a Citrus fruit diet. After the good 
has beer 5] hed with such a fruit fast, it 
is a wise thing for one with a tendency to liver 
derangements to make at least one meal a day 
of orange or grapefruit.

A woman reader at Calder writes to this 
column protesting against the announced inten- 
tion of the civic authorities to give the unem- 
ployed an extra cash allowance for Christmas. 

This attitude towards the unemployed is at 
variance with the Christmas spirit and deserves 
some comment, especially as 
the writer of the protest 
backs it up with argument 
and illustrations. 

While scholarship makes 
it clear that December 25 was 
not the date of the birth of 
the Child of Bethlehem—that 
the only thing certain about 
the birthdate of Jesus is that 
it did not take place on De- 
cember 25—yet custom, dat- 
J. S. Cowper ing back to the pagan festi- 
vals held at this time of the year before the 
Christian era, has fixed Christmastide in the 
human heart as a time for generous impulse. 

Not even the spectacle of the eastern skies 
filled with young men from Rome, raining down 
bombs instead of blessings upon the heads of 
the Coptic Christians of Ethiopia, and of every 
other Christian nation enlarging its fleets of 
warships and airplanes. can rid the heart of 
humanity of the impulse to cry “Peace on 
Earth; Goodwill among Men” as Christmas Day 
approaches. 

It jars one’s sensibilities to receive a protest 
against allowing the unemployed reliefers a 
little extra money at Christmastime. And yet— 


This is what the Calder lady says: 

“The men in the shops have been, until 
recently, Working only four days a week. 
Some of them are trying to pay for their 
homes. Those with three children, or more, 
would be better off financially on relief. 
They cannot afford a doctor or dentist. 

“One man who has paid taxes for twenty 
years has had two strokes and will never 
work again. As taxes are now mounting, 
he will probably lose the home he has been 
paying for. 

“At Jasper Place are two boys. Their 
mother has been helpless for four years. 
Their father was laid off years ago. The 
boys have to keep up the home and pay for 
a girl to take care of their mother while 
they are at work.” 


And so on. Then she asks: “Is it fair to 
those who must help pay for the extra money 
given to the unemployed? In this district, 
the only persons not working are those who 
never did work regularly, never paid taxes 
and never lived in a decent house until they 
went on relief.” 

Frankly, I'm a poor ene to come to for 
advice or sympathy. Nearly everything I once 
possessed is in process of being confiscated for 
taxes. They could only have been saved by 
denying help that others needed more than I 
need lands and timt And, of course, they 
were never necessar) me in the way that 
his home necessary to a Calder railroad 
worker.

What are the causes of this turn of events 
whereby large numbers of workers are denied 
employment and those unfortunate enough to 
own property are facing corfiscation?

when Ruskin wrote, we 
see today that the age of extraneous power 
has made obsolete the old economy based on 
man-labor. Millions now living will never 
work again. We are suffering the death-pangs 
f a dying social order and enduring the birth- 
pains of a new social order. The pains may 
have to get worse before they get better. 
They may no longer be a virtue. We who are 
ng the fruits of our thrift being taken 
from us are also witnessing—-if we have per- 
ceptive vision—the coming of a better day, 

Changes of policy at Ottawa, freeing trade, 
reducing interest burdens and increasing the 
volume of purchasing media, will afford tem- 
porary relief and may pave the way to easier 
readjustments 
can create purchasing power out of the end of 
a fountain pen. If they succeed in so doing, 
and in making equitable distribution of the 
purchasing power so created, a very large 
measure of relief will be afforded and a large 
step be taken to readjustment 

But final remedy must await the coming of 
a system which will fit in with the facts of 
the new age of power, machinery and advanced 
technology. In the present economy unemploy- 
ment can never be cured. Each new application 
of power and each advance in technology will 
throw more and more persons out of work. 

The workless cannot be left to starve. 
Ultimately they will form a numerical majority 
of the voters. Even were the cost of their sup- 
port transferred from the backs of the home- 
owners to the backs of the bond-holders, the 
problem would not be solved; the remedy 
would only be delayed. A future age will 
regard as monstrous a twentieth century in 
which workpeople had to deny themselves to 
ensure a roof over their heads when their 
working days were over.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1871 there was a 
political crisis in the province of 
Ontario, then only three and a 
half years old. Hon. John Sand- 


field Macdonald, who had been 
the first premier of the province 
from July 16, 1867, had been de- 
feated in the assembly on De- 
cember 15 by one vote, the result 
of a tactical manoeuvre by R. W. 
Scott, then a strong Conservative 
but afterwards an ardent Liberal 
and secretary of state in the Mac- 
kenzie ministry and in the 
Laurier ministry for 12 years. At- 
tempts at patching up the 
Liberal party were made, but in 
vain and so on December 19 
Sandfield Macdonald resigned and 
the lieutenant governor, Sir W. 
P. Howland, sent for Hon. Ed- 
ward Blake and asked him to 
form a ministry. Scott, who had 
been speaker of the assembly, 
had had difficulties with his 
premier over land grants to the 
Canada Centra! railway, and in- 
duced five government members 
to vote nonconfidence. Blake ask- 
ed him to join his cabinet as 
commissioner of crown lands. 
Scott did not want to do so, as he 
did not desire to embarrass Sir 
John A. Macdonald, but he even- 
tually accepted and in course of 
time left the Conservative party 
and became a Liberal stalwart. He

claimed that if he had not entered 
the Blake cabinet, eastern On- 
tario would have been without 
representation, and he thought it 
his duty to stand up for his dis- 
trict. 

Two remarkable predictions 
were made during correspondence 
which was exchanged during the 
crisis. Sir John warned Scott that 
he “must take care not to drift 
into Gritism, which he would find 
it very hard to avoid.” Scott not 
only drifted, but plunged and 
when called to the senate in 1874 
by Alexander Mackenzie, it was 
as a Liberal stalwart and an op- 
ponent of John A. The other pre- 
diction was made by Scott. In a 
letter to Sir John, Scott wrote 
“The new government will live for 
many years.” While that war not 
actually true of the Blake min- 
istry, which only lived to October 
25, 1872, it was fulfilled in the 
same ministry under Oliver 
Mowat, who held power in On- 
tario from 1872 to 1896, and could 
have stayed on until his death had 
not Laurier persuaded him to 
join the “Ministry of Talents” in 
1896. 

This Ontario crisis was his- 
torically important since it saw 
the actual creation of two parties 
as they became in later years.

Intangible and indefinite 
may iby the so-called “loss lead- 
er” came much into the public eye 
not so long ago as an unfair de- 
vice for luring people into a 
store by offering certain goods at 
a loss to the end of selling them 
other goods at a profit. It still is 
a matter of dispute in the trade 
itself as to whether any such prac- 
tice ever was general. One fact 
which that it was not 
general, at least so far as the chain 
stores are concerned, is that the 
volume of sales of loss leaders in 
any given period would likely off- 
set the profit on all the lines sold 
at regular prices. Chain stores 
are not as a rule stores which 
maintain so many departments 
that one or more can be continued 
at a loss for long. So for purely 
business reasons offering of loss 
leaders, in the sense that goods 
are wilfully and unnecessarily 
sold at less than their cost price, 
is frowned upon by all competent 
chain merchandisers, 

Genuine low prices, on the 
other hand, are the aim of chain- 
store management because it is 
through low prices and quality of 
merchandise and service that high 
volume of sales is obtained. The 
profit in these days is on volume 
of sales, not on high scale of pro- 
fit per unit of sale. This princi- 
ple, obviously, is in the interest of 
the consumer. 

If something costs your grocer 
ten cents and he advertises it 
heavily for nine cents. it is pos- 
sible that he is offering a loss 
leader, But would it be a loss 
leader if his cost price of ten 
cents was higher than the replace- 
ment price at the time of the sale? 
And would it be a loss leader if 
the specially low price was in- 
tended to reduce or clear an over- 
ses of that item? And would it 

a loss leader if the nine cent 
A was intended merely to meet 
a price offered by a competitor? 
And if perishable fruit is cleared 
away below cost on a Saturday 
night to avert having spoiled 
goods on hand Monday morning, 
the fruit is not a loss leader 

What is a loss leader to one 
merchant may not be one to his

But this definition is not 
satisfactory either, because there 
are some stores which have built 
up a larger an-normal] trade in 
some classes of goods which, be- 
cause of this higher volume, can 
be profitably sold at smaller mar- 
gin of profit per unit because of 
the more rapid turnover and be- 
cause the total sales in this one 
item are a higher proportion of 
to‘al sales volume for the store in 
question. Thus a five-cent spread 
on an item which moves slowly 
in one store may be less than 
adequate, while the same spread 
on the same item moving rap- 
idly in another store may give a 
handsome profit. In all stores 
sugar sells at a low price, some- 
times without profit to the re- 
tailer. It moves rapidly to the 
consumer but it is a question if 
the custom of selling at so low @ 
mark-up should not have been 
stopped long before the chains 
entered the field 


NOT DEPRESSION PROOF 
Whatever may have been the 
custom in the grocery field back 
in the days when chains gener- 
ally were profitable, it safely can 


be said that today no chain store 
and no independent store, offer 
goods for sale at prices which do 
not contribute at least something 
to the overhead expense if those 
goods can be sold to the public at 
the normal price. The loss leader 
problem comes back to the prob- 
lem of excessive competition in 
times when there is a lack of 
purchasing power among the 
public 

In prosperous times it was said 
that chain stores, especially chain 
stores selling essential goods, 
were as near to being depression- 
proof industries as any that ex- 
isted. But the coming of depres- 
sion has shown that this is not 
true. It is untrue, not because 
the public can get along in hard 
times with any less of essential 
foods than in good times, but be- 
cause in hard times, the prepared 
pickles and the scores of other 
luxury and semi-luxury items 
normally stocked in {food stores 
are not bought in the same quan- 
tities by thrifty housewives, On 
luxuries and on items which even 
in good times move more slowly 
than sugar and other steples, the 
grocer usually enjoyed a higher 
margin of profit.

H 
sights glued on the Hun he zoomed 
down into the maelstrom of cavort- 


ing planes. Suddenly the Fokker | 
rocked drunkenly and went spin-| 
ning earthward out of control. It! 


was not too soon—"“Wop's” guns had 
jammed and he was in the midst of 
@ dog fight without any weapons 
He “spun out of it” and headed 
for home considerably elated by 
the knowledge that he had scored ® 
victory on his first day of fighting 
His elation was short-lived. A scar- 
let plane, the black Iron Cross vis- 
ible on its fusilage, detached itself 


from the brawl and set out after 
him. 
DEATH WAGON 

There was no mistaking that 
scarlet comet-—It was the death 
wagon of Baron Von Richthofen, 


the Red Knight of Germany. 

“I wore the skin off the back of 
my neck twisting my head to set 
where he was,” said May, describ- 
ing his 15-mile dash across No 
Man's Land. Von Richthofen, cun- 
ning strategist, forced the defense- 
less Canuck ever lower--May dove, 
climbed, spun, employed every 
trick in his limited repertoire and 
introduced a few new dodges that 
he hadn't thought possible. 

Frantically he led the relentless 
German low over the Canadian 
lines, hoping that his pursuer would 
be shot from the ground. That man- 
oeuvre nearly cost him his life. 

“I was so close to the ground 
that I couldn't do a thing. I went 
into a vertical bank broadside to 
him and then I didnt have a 
chance in the world.” 


But the Godddess of Luck was, 


lurking nearby, 


SOON SHOOK PURSUERS 

Roy Brown, another Canadian, 
had come whooping out of the 
battle as if he was pursued by all 
the hounds of hell. Two Boches 
were camped on his tail, but he 
soon shook them and then discoy- 
ered May's predicament. 

Without a moment's hesitation he 
“gunned” down on the oblivious 
German and sent a burst of ma- 
chine gun fire into the scarlet 
comet. 

A sizzling piece of lead ripped 
through Von Richthofen’s back and 
lodged in his heart—they buried 
him behind the Canadian lines. 

Wilfrid Reid May was born in 
Carberry, Man., 39 years ago. Since 
1902 his home has been in the Ed- 
monton district although now his

NEW METHOD 
OF ASSAYING 
ORE REVEALED 


“Micro-Spot” Test Said to 
be of Great Aid to 


Prospectors 


HAMILTON, Ont, Dec. 19—A 
| new method of assaying ore, known 
as the “micro-spot” test and dis- 
| covered by the scienee department 
of McMaster University, was an- 
nounced in Wednesday's issue of 
the McMaster Silhouette. 

Professor W. O. Walker, of the 
chemistry department, and Miss 
Doris Hiscox, B.A., discovered and 
developed the method. 

The discovery is said to be of 
great assistance to prospectors and 
will enable them to determine in 20 
minutes the gold values of ore to 
an accuracy of one part in 500,000. 

The test will provide a prelimin- 
| ary indication as to whether ore 
contains gold. It will in no way 
compete with present assaying 
offices 

Prof. Walker said he hoped the 
test may be developed to a point 
| where it will tell definitely whe- 
| ther gold is present in ore to a 
sufficient degree to warrant mine 
ing; whether it is present in 
amounts worth from $5 to $10 a 
ton. 

The tests will be carried out with 
a small, compact kit costing about 
| od and no more bulky than a shoe 
OX.
